Reed’s speech and Chandler’s resolution de- 
Gned the position of the republican party In a 
putshell. Under the present rules of the 
house, any measure, however unjust or ob- 
noxious to the minority, can be passed in the 
lower branch of congress. It is only in the sen- 
gte that its passage could be blocked 
by 3 full and fair discussion 
of its provisions. Chandler's resolution de- 
gigns to suppress all discussion in the senate, 
as Reed’s rules do in the house. In comment- 
ing on Reed’s speech today Judge Crisp says: 

“Jt is a vile slander on the people of the 
south. There is no demand fora federal elec- 
sion by the best people, either north or south. 
Certain republican politicians have endeav-_ 
ored to create sucha demand in the nerth, by 
misrepresentations and slanderous statements 
astothe condition of affairs in the south, for 
the purpose of justifying them in the passage 
of a law, looking’ ostensibly to the 
purity of elections, but really intended 
to secure the appointment of republi- 
can returning boards in every district 
to falsify the real vote, and certify the election 
of republican congressmen from the south, 
whether they are in fact elected or not. Mr.

The Arizona Bill—The Land Forfeiture Bill, 
Ete. 

WasuHineTon, April 28.—In connection with 
the presentation of the memorial in relation to 
the Mississippi river, a discussion sprang up in 
the senate, and was participated in by many 
senators, the point turning on the question 
whether the levee system or outlet system was 
the correct one, or whether there should not 
be a combination of the two. After the dis- 
cussion had continued some time, the vice- 
president said that there was no question be- 
fore the senate, and the business of the morn- 
ing hour was proceeded with. 

Mr. Blackburn introduced a bill for the ad- 
mission of the state of Arizona. Referred. 

Mr. Call gave notice that on the 15th of May 
he would address the senate on the joint reso- 
lution, heretofore offered by him, as to the 
opening of negotiations with Spain to allow 
Cuba to establish a republic. 

The land forfeiture bill was then taken up, 
the pending question being Mr. Call's amend- 
ment in relation to railroad )ands in Florida. 

Mr. Pasco argued against the amendment 
and stated the grounds on which he disagreed 
with his colleague in the matter. 

The two Florida senators carried on a col- 
loquial discussion with each other for over two

The bill went over without action, Mr.

On motion of Mr. Evarts, the senate Dill to 
incorporate the society of the Sons of America, 
a resolution reported by him from the library 
committee, was taken from the calendar and 
read. 

Mr. Ingalls questioned the necessity and 
propriety of allowing the society to hold 
property in the District of Columbia to the 
large amount of $500,000, and also having Git 
incorporated by congress when it could be 
done under a general law.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION RENDERED 


A State Cannot Forbid Original Packages of | 
Liquor from Crossing Its Lines and 
Being Received by the Importer. 


Wasuineton, April 28.—The United States 
supreme court today rendered au opinion of 
great interest to all states in which prohibition 
prevails. 

Gus Leisy & Co. are beer brewers in Peoria. 
Ill. They sent some of their product in sealed 
kegs and cases, by means of railroads, to Keo- 
kuk, Ia., where their agent, a non-resident, 
offered it for sale in original cases. The liquor 
was seized by A. J. Hardin, marshal of Keokuk, 
under the prohibition Jaws of Iowa. Leisy & 
Co. brought suit against the marshal, alleging 
that the seizure was unconstitutional 
and void, being in violation of the clause of 
the constitution giving the United States ex- 
clusive right to regulate interstate commercé. 

The Keokuk court decided in favor of the 
liquor men, but on an appeal to the supreme 
court of Iowa, the prohibitionists won, where- 
upon the liquor men brought the case to this 
court. The case hag become widely known 
asthe “original package” case and has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. 


OPINION OF THE COURTS. 

Chief Justice Fuller delivered the opinion 
of the court to-day. The court says the power 
vested in congress toregulate commerce among 
the several states is power to prescribe the rule 
by which that commerce is to be governed, and 
is a power complete in itselt, acknowledging 
no limitations other than those prescribed in 
the constitution. Itis co-extensive with the 
subject on whichit acts and cannot be stopped 
at the external boundary of a state, but must 
enter its interior and must be capable of antho- 
rizing the disposition of those articles which it 
introduces, so that they may become mingled 
with the common mass of property in the ter- 
ritory entered. A state may provide for the 
security of iives and property of its residents, 
but a matter confided exclusively to congress 
by the constitution is not within the jurisdic- 
tion of the police power of a state,unless placed 
there by congressional action. If particular 
subjects of interstate commerce do not require 
the application of a general or uniform system, 
the states may legislate in regard tothem with 
a yiew tothe local needs or circumstances, 
until congress otherwise directs, but this power 
is not identical in its extent with the power to 
regulate commerce among the states. The 
court quotes the statements of the federalist in 
support of this conclusion. That ardent spirits 
are subjects of interstatecommerce is not de- 
nied, and the court then asks if a state, in the 
absence of congressional legislation, can pro- 
hibit their importation from abroad or froma 
sister state, or their sale by the importer. Lf 
importation cannot be prohibited without con- 
gressional authorization, the next question, 
the court says, is when does imported ‘property 
so become a part of the common mass of prop- 
erty within a state as to be subject to its un- 
impeded control ? 

CITING ANOTHER CASE, 

In Brown vs. Maryland it was laid down by 
a great magistrate who presided over the court, 
for more than a third of a century (Chief Jus« 


tice Marshall) that the point time when prohi-4 


bition ceases and the power of the state begins. 
is not the instant when the article enters the 
country, but when the importer has so acted 
upon it thatit has become incorporated and 
mixed up with the mass of property in the 
country, which happens when the original 
package is no longer such in his hands; that 
none of the evils which proceeded from the 
feebleness of the federal government contrib- 
uted more to the great revolution which intro- 
duced] the present system than _ the 
deep and general conviction that com- 
merce ought to be regulated by congress, 
that the right to sell any article imported was 
an inseparable incident to the right to import 
it, and that the principles expounded in the 
case applied equally to importations from a 
sister state, as from a foreign country. 
Although the precise question now before 
the court was not ruled uponin that case, the 
court says it thinks it was virtually involved 
in the Brown case, and also in the Bowman 
case, in which an act of the state of Iowa, for- 
bidding common carriers to bring intoxicating 
liquors into the state, without first being fur- 
nished with a certificate as prescribed in the

neral and unrestricted use of intoxicating 

quors tends to produce idleness, disorder, 
disease, pauperism and crime. The power 
re ting or prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors appropriately _be- 
long, as a branch of police power, to the legis- 
lature of the sevéral states, and can judi- 
ciously and effectively exercised by them 
alone, according to their views of public policy 
and local needs, and cannot practically, if it 
can constitutionally, be wielded by congress as 
a part of the national and uniform system. 

The statutes in question were not enacted 
by the state of Iowa in exercise of its un- 
doubted power to protect its inhabitants 
against the evils—physical, moral and social— 
attending the free use of intoxicating liquors. 
They are not aimed at interstate commerce. 
ce 4 have no relation to the movement of 
goods from one state to another, but operate 
only on intoxicating liquors within the terri- 
torial limits of the state. They include all 
such liquors without discrimination, and do 
not even mention where they are made or 
whence they come. They affect commerce 
much more remotely and indirectly than the 
laws of the state, the validity of which is un- 
questioned, authorizing the erection of bridges 
and dams across navigable waters within its 
limits which wholly obstruct the course of 
commerce and navigation ; or than quarantine 
laws, which operate directly upon all ships 
and merchandise coming into ports of the 
state. 

CONGRESS SHOULD GIVE RELIEF. 

If the statutes of a state, restricting or pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors within 
its territory are to be held inoperative and void 
as applied to liquors sent or brought from 
another state and sold by the importer in what 
are called original packages, notwithstanding 
itis not visited with supervisory power over 
matters of local administration, the responsi- 
bility is upon.congress, so far as the regula- 
tion of interstate commerce is concerned, to 
remove the restriction upon the state in deal- 
ing with imported articles which have not 
been mingled with the common mass of prop- 
erty therein. Whatever our individual views 
may be as to the deleterious qualities of 
particular articles, we cannot hold that 
any articles which congress recognizes as sub- 
jects of interstate commerce are not such, or 
that whatever are thus recognized, can be 
controlled by state laws, amounting to regula- 
tions, while they retain that character, 
although, at the same time, if directly danger- 
ous to themselves, astate may take appropriate 
measures to guard against injury before it 
obtains complete jurisdiction over them. To 
concede to a state, the inference that congress 
intended that the law should remain as thereby 
declared by this court, rather than to warrant 
the presumption that congress intended that 
commerce among the states should be free 
from indirect effect, such an exercise of police 
power for the public safety, as had been 
adjudged by that decision to be within the 
constitutional authority of the states. 

A LICENSE DECISION. 

The court by same vote reversed the decision 
of the supreme court of Michiganin the case 
of Henry Lyng, an agent for a Wisconsin 
_tewery, who was fined for selling liquor with- 
out license. Lyng attaeked the constitutional- 
ity of the law on the ground that it would 
compel agents for outside brewers to pay $3004 
year license while brewers within the state 
could, under the manufacturers’ license, sell 
at wholesale, after paying only sixty-five dol- 
lars annual license. He contended that this 
was practically a regulation of interstate com- 
merce, and the court decides in his favor upon 
the authority of the Iowa case and those refer- 
red toin that opinion. The opinion rendered 
by the chief justice in this case concludes as 
follows: 

The same rule that applies to the sugar of 
Louisiana, the cotton of South Carolina, wines 
of California, hops of Wasbington, tobacco of 
Maryland and Connecticut, applies to all com- 
modities in which the right of traffic exists, 
recognized by the laws of congress, the decis- 
ions of courts and the usages of the commercial 
world. It devolves on congress to indicate 
such exceptions as in its judgment wise discre- 
tion may demand under particular circum- 
stances. 


WATCHING THE EXPERIMENT. 


PEOPLE SEEKING HIGHER GROUNDS 


Four Hundred Houses Deserted-Government 
Officers Instructed to Extend Aid 
tothe Destitute. 


Datuas, Texas, April 28.—Abont four hun- 
dred houses in the suburbs have been aban- 
doned on account ofthe flood. Trinity river, 
at this rise, was a few inches higher than that 
of 1886, which was the highest recorded within 
the memory of the oldest settlers. Large 
forces of men are hard at work repairing wash- 
outs on the Texas and Pacific, Gulf, Colorado 
and Santa Fe, Missouri Pacific, Kansas and 
Texas, Texas Trunk and Oak Cliff Elevated 
railroads. 

The water last night ran through the win- 
dows of the first floor of the Dallas elevator, 
and damaged a large amount of wheat. The 
St. Louis Press Brick company are heavy 
losers, as well as Allensworth & Pussey. Two 
thousand bales of cotton were soaked at the 
compress, foot of Lamar street, and the Dallas 
Brewing company will suffer considerably 
from inconvenience caused by the water. 

The Eureka steam laundry has suspended 
operations, as the water is seyeral feet deep in 
their buildings. 

Yesterday, as the mail was being transferred 
from one train to anotheron the Texas and 
Pacific, a pouch of registered mail slipped off 
the hand-car and sank in the swift current be- 
fore it could be recovered. The damage by 
the flood in this city will amount to several 
thousand dollars. 

THE SUFFERING PEOPLE. 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Secretary Proctor 
has received several replies to his telegrams 
asking for information.in regard to the extent 
of suffering in the overflowed districts of the 
south. The governor of Louisiana said that ten 
days’ rations for 25,000 people should be sent to 
New Orleans for distribution throughout the 
state. The governor of Mississippi said there 
are probably 20,000 persons in that state need- 
ing assistance, and the governor of Arkansas 
said that 500 people in Phillips county and a 
considerable number in Desha county are in 
great need of relief. 

Lieutenant James L. Wilson, Fourth artil- 
lery, at Jackson barracks, Miss., has been di- 
rected to report to Captain Weston, acting 
quartermaster at New Orleans, for temporary 
duty in connection with the relief of the flood 
sufferers, and Major-General Howard, at New 
York has been directed to detail such other 
assistants as may be required. 

TO ISSUE RATIONS, 

Captain Weston has been instructed to use 
his own discretion in regard to the issue of 
green shoulders and cornmeal instead of bacon 
and flour, and to do at once all he can fer the 
relief of all who need it. He has been given 
ample power in the matter of transportation 
and the employment of assistants. 

FIVE PERSONS DROWNED. 

NEw ORLEANS, April 28.—The steam gin 
and saw mill of Charles Lawrence, situated in 
Sparkly county, three miles from Rolling 
Fork, Miss., burned Saturday night. The loss 
issmall. Fifty or sixty of Lawrence’s tenants 
were quartered in the gin, andin their efforts 
to escape from the flames seven were drowned. 
The building was surrounded by water seven 
feet deep. They had taken refuge there from 
the overtiow, and it is stated their carelessness 
caused the fire. The report that several lives 
have been lost in the vicinity of the Lobdel 
disaster has been confirmed. A family named 
Walton, numbering five persons, drowned.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT AT STAUNTON.

The Cadets Repudiate the Motives Assigned 
to Them by the Rifles.

The 
Cadets certainly have no cause to be afraid of 
the Rifles whom the Cadets have defeated 
five times, and once at the Rifles’ own 
home. The factsin connection with the Ca- 
dets not entering the Kansas City drill are 
simply these: 

At the very opening of the discussion and 
movement to raise a citizen’s expense fund to 
send the Cadets to Kansas City, Captain Roff 
Sims discouraged it, and said positively he 
would not consent to take his company, 
giving as his reason that the Cadets 
had been in four drills within twelve 
months, and had lost considerable time from 
business in consequence, and as the Kansas 
City trip would consume ten days he did not 
care to hazard his business interests and those 
of his men by being absent so long. ’ 

No one has ever had the authority to an- 
nounce that the Cadets had entered the drill. 
All that the newspapers said was that a fund 
was being raised to be offered the Cadets to go to 
Kansas City. There has been no back down 
by the Cadets, as the Rifles aflirm. The Cadets 
never acted ofticially in the matter until Sat- 
urday night last, when the citizens’ purse was 
tendered them, and then the company decided 
not to accept it and not to go. It would have 
been improper and indelicate in them to have 
taken action until the purse was 
tendered. The Cadets have been in 
eight competitive drills, and have never failed 
to fulfilltheirengagements. They never make 
ita habit of entering a contest to meet any 
single company, but always enter against the 
world. 

On April 19th Captain Sims publisheda card 
in THE CONSTITUTION, in which he stated 
that he could not consent to take his 
company to Kansas City, alleging business 
reasons as the cause. The _ Rifles surely 
read this card, and inthe light of it they can’t 
truthfully aftirm that the Cadets had entered 


‘the drilland then withdrew. after the Rifles 


decided to enter. Captain Sims’s card was 
published several days before the Rifles de: 
cided positively to enter the drill. 

It seems that the Rifles did not decide to en- 
ter the drill until they had read Captain 
Sims’s card announcing that his company 
would not enter, and then they became very 
bold and commenced to blow about going to 
Kansas City.

THE GREAT MONUMENT TO SOUTH- 
ERN BRAVERY. 


The Statue to Arrive in New York on the 30th 
—How It Will Be Taken to Richmond 
—Preparations for Unveiling. 


RicHmonpd, Va., April 28.—{Special.]—The 


Lee statue, which is to be unveiled here May . 


20th, is expected to reach New York on 
Wednesday next, the 20th instant. It was 
shipped from Havre April 13th,on the steamer 
Othello, which, though a slow going vessel, 
should make the trip in seventeen days, pro- 
vided it has fairly good seas. 

SHIPPING THE STATUE. 

The statue, each of the eight pieces of which 
is packed in a separate box, will be brought to 
Richmond by rail. The cost of transportation 
over the Pennsylvania road will be merely 
nominal, and the Richmond, «Fredericksburg 
and Potomac road _ will make no 
charge. The statue will be _ taken 
off the train at or near 
Elba station, which is very near the monu- 
ment grounds, and the parts will be hauled to 
the grounds on wagons drawn either by harses 
or persons. The apparatus for hoisting the horse 
and rider will probably be borrowed from the 
Norfolk navy yard, as was the case when the 
Washington statue was placedin position on 
the capitol square. That work of art came to 

tichmond by steamer, and being loaded on an 
immense wagon was drawn up Main street by 
several hundred citizens, who willingly volun- 
teered their services. 
PUTTING HORSE AND RIDER IN PLACE. 

The parts of the hofse and rider will be put 
together before they are elevated to the emi- 
nence on which they will rest: Ghis work wil! 
be looked after by Mr. C. P. E. Burgroyn, the 
supervising engineer, who had charge of the 
erection of the pedestal and who per- 
sonally directed the packing of the 
eight pieces in Paris. Mr. Burgroyn has not 
yet sailed for home, but will do soin a few 
days. 

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE UNVEILING. 

The arrangements for the unveiling are rap- 
idly.assuming practical sbape, and most of the 
details will soon be perfected. The commit- 
tees are all actively engaged in the work of 
their respective departments, and it is their in- 
tention that the ceremonies shall be worthy of 
the august occasion. It is thought that they 
will draw here the largest number of represen- 
tative men, officers and privates of the confed- 
erate army seen in Richmond since the sur- 
render. In making the arrangements the Lee 
Monument association has the aid of Lee 
Camp, Confederate Veterans. Secretary El- 
lett, of the general invitation committee, is 
daily in receipt of many letters from all 
parts of the country, especially the south, 
and southwest, which give assurance that 
there will be an immense assembling of veter- 
ans who fought under the leadership of the 
man whose memory they- meet to honor. Thou- 
sands of others are also making inquiries as to 
transportation, accommodations, ete. 

MILITARY COMPANIES COMING. 

The southern soldiery are also manifesting a 
deep interest, and many companies are ex- 
pected. <All of the visiting military, with the 
possible exception of the Fifth Maryland regi- 
ment, which has been tendered the use of the 
armory, will be quartered in the exposition 
buildings or camped on the grounds. Several 
commands have expressed a desire to camp. 
These will probably remain here a few days. 
The veterans will all be provided quarters 
down town, and the committees hope to be 
able to feed both. This will be done unless 
there is lack of funds, and contributions have 
not poured in very abundantly. 

THE RAILROADS LIBERAL. 

Several of the railroads have made a rate of 
one cent per mile for all organizations coming, 
and agreed to sell round-trip tickets to general 
visitors for one fare. An effort is being made 
to get up a great excursion from New Orleans. 
and intermediate points, and the chances for 
its success appear to be good. 

There will * a great parade of veterans and 
volunteers, and of firemen and civil societies, 
and General Fitz Lee will be chief 
marshal, with General John R. Cooke as his 
chief of staff. General Jubal A. Early will 
preside over the ceremonies proper. 
Dr. Charles Minnegerode will 
open the proceedings with prayer, and Col+ 
onel Archer Anderson will be the orator of the 
day. A grand display of tireworks is in cons 
templation for that night, but some objection 
has been urged to anything of this kind, ang 
the committee may change this part of the 
programme. 

A RECEPTION FOR THE FIFTH MARYLAND: 

The resident Marylanders will tender the 
officers of the Fifth Maryland regimenta ball at 
the Richmond theater, on the night of May 
28th, and invitations will be extended to a few 
other prominent visitors. 

There is a desire to have a pretty memorial 
arch on Franklin street, and Mr. W. L. Shep- 
hard has prepared a very attractive design, but 
it is doubtful if there will be sufticient funds 
to admit of this expenditure.

A Tariff Blunder. 

The new tariff bill is loaded with blunders. 
At atime when there is a general demand 
for a judicious readjustment of duties in the 
interest of genuine economical reform the re- 
publican tariff tinkers have committed them- 
selves to protection per se in its worst shape. 

It is proposed to increase the duties on 
pocket and table cutlery, razors, butcher 
knives, scissors, guns, etc., although the 
present rate of thirty-five percent is certainly 
ample not only for revenue purposes, but for 
the protection of home industries. The pro- 
posed rate in the bill is from eighty to one 
hundred per cent on guns, and from sixty- 
five to one hundred and thirty-two per cent 
on cutlery. 

The only just tariff system is one that will 
raise enough revenue for the economical ad- 
ministration of the government, and at the 
same time afford incidental protection for our 
home industries against the cheap labor of 
Europe. The duties which we have quoted 
from the republican tariff bill are on an alto- 
gether different line. They go beyond the 
proper scope of revenue,and are in the interest 
of protection per se. ‘These duties are so high 
that in some instances they will be not only 
protective but absolutely prohibitory, as they 
will shut out grades and patterns of goods 
not made in this country. 

Let us take the single item of guus. The 
bill will not affeet the rich man who is able 
to purchase a high grade gun, because this 
class is almost exclusively of American make, 
It strikes the poor man who is not able to 
pay thirty dollars or more for a gun, and it 
will make it impossible for many a poor fel- 
low to buy one. We manufacture no guns 
that will take the place of the cheap imported 
article, and the proposed tariff will necessa- 
rily oppress the poor, and cut off the trade 
of dealers. 

Our government is not in need of this ex- 
fra money; the manufacturers are not en- 
titled to it; it belongs to the people, and 
nothing can justify the attempt to take it out 
of their pockets to enrich a few industrial 
firms. 

We have not had in recent years a more 
glaring instance of a tariff for protection 
alone than we have in this proposed bill. It 
departs from the proper limits of a revenue 
measure, with the incidental protection nat- 
urally extended to home industries, and prom- 
ises to give a few favored manufacturers a 
monopoly at the expense of the people. 

There can be no general prosperity under 
a system that is in the interest of the classes 
and against the masses. When protection is 
the chief end of a tariff it is very like rob- 
bery. Its only rightful place in our system 
pf political economy is when it incidentally 
follows the raising of a necessary revenue. 
This has always been the sound democratic 
doctrine, and it is time for it to be accepted 
as the American doctrine. 

He Should Go to Bed. 

A Mr. Behrman, who lives in Montgom- 
ery, is anxious to have the medical men ex- 
amine him after he is dead, but his symp- 
toms are so peculiar that his fellow-citizens 
want to know more about him while he is 
living. 

Mr. Behrman is past middle age. He 
fought in the confederate army, and is at 
present engaged in the undertaking busi- 
‘ness. He never -feit hungry, thirsty or 
sleepy in his life. He sometimes goes six- 
teen days without food, but generally eats 
once aday. Once he went seven months 
without more than an hour’s sleep. In 
forty years he has never swallowed a glass of 
water. 

After studying himself for forty years or 
so, Mr. Behrman has come to the conelusion 
that he is not well. He suspects that his 
heart, liver and brain must be out of order, 
and he wants the doctors to look into the 
matter after his death. 

We have our doubts about this phenom- 
‘enon. The best thing for him to do is to go 
to bed. He is liable in an absent-minded fit 
to walk about a year at a time without eat- 
ing or drinking or sieeping, and such con- 
duct is too uncanny for a well-regulated 

community to stand. 
What Next? 

Mr. H. A. H. Dunsford has written a 
pamphlet which is made the subject of ex- 
tended comment in the Pall-Mal!l Gazette. 
In this pamphlet Mr. Dunsford advances a 
novel idea by which he thinks the arctic 
region can be made habitable, the north- 

‘west passage opened and North Atlantic 
storms effectually stopped. 

The idea is—to blow up the north pole 
with dynamite. 

The writer thinks the idea is entirely 
‘feasible, that the ice, not being of very great 
thickness, would readily yield to our power- 
inl explosives, which are just as effective 
when frozen as they are under other con- 
ditions, and would make a rent in the ice 
waliof the north, which would send the 
‘Blocked waters rushing through, and thus 
solve the arctic problem. 

, Mr. Dunford’s plan is to traverse the ice 
of the channel, which will be smooth after 
the first snowfall, with sledges or dog-trains, 

and to lay surface or submerged mines of 
dynamite over any desired length of section. 

“Phen, he thinks, the ice can be broken up 
instantaneously, as soon as the winter is 

,@ver. He grows enthusiastic over the ad- 

-Wantages which would be gained if the pres- 

‘ent difficulties could be overcome in this 

way —the rendering habitable of the shores 

af the Arctic; the growth there of the 
Civilized communities; a direct route to the 


the tropics. Take the ice cup from the 
north pole, says this writer, and the warm 
streams, instead of becoming chilled, as at 
present, would flow past the pole and south- 
ward, as warm streams still keep the ice 
from re-forming, and do away with the cold 
of the arctic regions altogether. 

These are fine theories, and the scheme is 
an ambitious, if not a practicable one. But 
who knows what might result from it? Man 
has been knocking for entrance at the frozen 
gates of the poles for centuries; and it is un- 
reasonable to suppose that, with all the in- 
vincible weapons of science at his command, 
the chill silence of the arctic solitudes will 
never be broken, and their secrets remain an 
eternal mystery? 


A Northern Man Speaks Out. 

We desire to call the attention of the 
rancorous northern politicians to the letter 
of Mr. George F. Bolles, of Atlanta, to 
Speaker Reed, printed elsewhere. Mr. Bolles 
isa northern man who came to the south 
from Connecticut after the war, bringing 
with him, no doubt, the prejudices that a 
majority of northern people seem to have 
against the south—prejudices that are based 
on a lack of information. 

Mr. Bolles is now identified with the in- 
terests of Atlanta, but when he first came to 
the south, his business carried him into 
every nook and corner of this section. He 
has been in every southern state, not once, 
but time and again, and he has had ample 
opportunity to study the situation from every 
point of view, and to familiarize himself 
with every detail and ramification thereof. 

It is no wonder, therefore, that he is filled 
with indignation at the Slanderous aspersions 
which Mr. Reed casts onthis section, or that 
he is moved to file a vigorous protest against 
the partisan rancor displayed by the republi- 
can speaker of the house. 

The attitude of Speaker Reed and the re- 
publican leaders is not only aggravating but 
discouraging. For the sake of making a 
display of friendship for the negro—a friend- 
ship which everybody knows they do not 
fee]—they are willing to sacrifice the best in- 
terests of hoth whites and blacks by the re- 
newal of a political crusade that ean only re- 
sult in disorganizing business at the south 
and creating confusion in every direction. 
Federal control of clections in the south has 
already been tried by the republicans and 
without avail. All that was accomplished 
by it was to defeat the intentions of the re- 
constructionists, and delay the advancement 
of the blacks, 

The results of the war gave the negroes 
their freedom and the ballot. All that the 
republican party has ever given them is in 
the nature of a heritage of prejudice that 
has stood mightily in the way of their 
progress and development. All that it can 
give them through the medium of partisan 
politics is a renewal and revival of the race 
issue which time has somewhat allayed. 

Mr. Bolles represents the views of those 
northern men in the south who are familiar 
with every phase of the negro problem, and, 
under the circumstances, his indignation is 
natural, He sees in the attitude of Mr. 
Reed and the partisan republicans an inten- 
tion that cannot be properly appreciated — by 
the average northern man who knows noth- 
ing of the situation here. Mr. Bolles very 
clearly perceives that the upshot of partisan 
legislation will be a disorganization of busi- 
ness and business enterprises that must in- 
evitably cripple prosperity here and serious- 
ly affect the north. — 

If the northern people--the conservative 
business men—are anxious for that sort of 
thing, all that they have to doisto remain 
silent while the great and good Quay, assist- 
ed by Reed, Chandler and other republicans, 
carry out their programme of sectional legis- 
lation. The conspirators will accept this 
silence as an invitation to go on. 
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Two Evangelists In Hot Water. 

Sam Jones, at Charlotte, N. C., and Joe 
Jones, at Coifeeville, Miss., stirred up the 
people, the other day, and then got stirred 
up themselves, 

It is difficult to understand how a man of 
Sam Jones’s intelligence.could get up before 
a North Carolina congregation and denounce 
the Mecklenburg declaration of indepen- 
dence as @ myth founded upon a drunken 
frolic. That sort of talk will not be per- 
mitted inthe old north state. The people 
of Mecklenburg renounced their allegiance 
to the crown and publicly declared their in- 
dependence more than a year before the 
Philadelphia declaration was signed. This 
fact is in the histories and cyclopedias, and 
Mr. Jones ought to have knownit. If hedid 
not know anything about the matter he 
should have let it alone. But he has made 
an explanation, and if the North Carolin- 
ians’ are satisfied it is all right. 

Joe Jones’s break at Coffeeville deserves 
a passing mention. The Gazette of that 
place charged the evangelist with saying that 


‘whiskey causegethe death of the late Mr. Ran- 


dall. ‘The newspaper expressed the opinion 
that Randall dead was better than any liv- 
ing man who abused him. This caused 
Jones’s congregation to pass resolutions de- 
claring their confidence in the preacher, and 
condemning the article as cruel and unjust. 
The alleged objectionable language was not 
denied. 

If Joe Jones talked about the dead states- 
man inthe fashion reported in the Gazette 
he did a mean and cruel thing, and a string 
of resoiutions in his favor will not help him 
much. 

It is possible that the newspaper men and 
others reported the two Joneses incorrectly. 
Let us hope that this is the case. The two 
evangelists are bright and clever. Surely 
they have sense and decency enough not to 
go charging around the country defaming 
dead men and denying the common facts of 
history.

A Negro Exposition. 

Rev. J. C. Price, a teacher in charge of 
a negro school at Salisbury, N. C., has been 
in Boston for the purpose of arranging for 
an exhibition to be held in that city next 
year. The purpose of the exhibition is to 
illustrate the progress the negro has made 
since emancipation. 

It is thought that the colored men who 
are at the head of the enterprise will have 
no difficulty whatever in securing the active 
aid and sympathy of the influential men of 
Boston. They will also have the aid and 
sympathy of-the southern people, who are 
anxious that the people of the north shall be 
made eye-witnesses of the tremendous prog- 
ress that has been made by the negroes of 
the south since the war. 

The display that will be made at the pro- 
posed exhibition in all departments of indus- 
try will open the eyes of northerners who 
have been pinning their faith to the partisan 
republican statements in regard to the con- 
dition and treatment at the south. The 
truth of the matter is that while such men 
as Hoar and Lodge, of Massachusetts, have 
been trying to stir up strife between the 
races in this section, and while the Bill 
Chandlers have beén prejudicing the north- 
ern mind with lies and slanders, the negroes 
have been at work bettering their condition, 
uccumulating property, and attending to 
their business. 

The exposition to be held in Boston, if it 
be properly worked up, will demonstrate 
this fact and more.

A Noble Northener's Sentiments. 

BiG ForT PRAIRIE, Lil., April 25, 1890.—Editor of 
Constitution: I have been a reader of your paper 
but a short time, but am well pleased with it and 
think it ought to havea much larger circulation 
among the northern people, especially the old sol- 
diers that know how to appreciate bravery and ad- 
inire it when displayed by thoze that met them in 
deadly conflict. Nearly all the old soldiers that 
faced the southern courage in the deadly strife 
admire he military ability shown by 
both officers and private soldiers’ that 
wore the gray and displayed such 
unflinching courage on many hotly contested bat- 
tie fields. 

It was my lot to be in command of a regiment in 
the battles in front of Richmond under General 
McClellan, and at Fair Oaks I was in General Ca- 
sey’s division supporting Regan’s and Bates’s bat- 
teries on the Williamsburg road, and thought at 
that time that I never saw a grander sight or 
more courage displayed than was shown, I think 
by General Featherston’s brigade when he made 
those repeated charges on Bates’s battery that my 
regiment was te ob to and the ground in front 
of our little ditches showed with what bravery 
and <«ietermination those charges were 
made. I think General Featherston admitied 
in his report alossof six hundred and eighty- 
nine men, but finally succeeded in capturing 
Bates’s battery. and sending us to the rear on the 
double-quick after losing nearly one-third of my 
own men. Such old soldiers, but citizens now, 
will honor any military ability, whether shown by 
those that wore the blue or gray, and would be 
glad to meet each other as citizens or ex-soldiers 
regardless of which side they fought on. I think 
if more of the papers published in the southern 
states were circulated among the northern 
citizens it would do much to allay that 
prejudice that still exists in the breasts 
of many caused by memory of sad events and loss 
of friends caused by that bravery all old soldiers 
so much admire. 

lam pleased to read in your paper that the 
southern citizens are trying to make their maimed 
and crippled soldiers that done what they ¢eon- 
sidered their duty, so nobly comfortable in their 
declining years. 

Yeur editorial on “Honoring General Lee” is 
what c: used me to make the above remarks, for I 
always admired him as a general,and Mr. Grady as 
an orator since his epeech at Boston. Hoping for 
more friendly feeling between the north and

ONE PENITENTIARY GUARD DELIB- 
ERATELY KILIS A NOTHER. 
AD Argument as to the Excellence of a Piece 
of Cake Causes the Murder—Large Re- 
wards for the Criminal’s Capture.

Finally cne of the guards, John Sells by 
game, anda young man of excellent charac- 
ter, expressed the opinion that the cake offer- 
ed him by a certain lady was the best he had 
ever eaten. : 

For some unknown reason the remark excited 
the anger of a guard named A. L. Jordan, who 
ig now accused of being a refugee from Ten- 
messee justice. Jordan asserted with an oath 
that any mau who claimed that that particular 
tady could make eake, lied. 

Sells naturally resented the remark, and 
claimed that any man w ho cast any retlections 
on the lady’s ability to mnmake cake was a liar. 

Then Jordan, without warning, reached be-

hind him and drew a heavy 44-caliber pistol. 
Grasping it in both hands he leaned across the 
table until the weapon was within a foot of 
Sells's breast, and pulled the trigger. 

A loud explosion shook the walls of the 
roo, and when the smoke cleared away the 
guards about the table were horrified to see 
Sells rise from lis chair, turn round several 
times in a dazed way and then fall heavily to 
the floor, When they gathered about him 
be was gasping in the last agonies and a mo- 
ment Jater was dead. 

Jordan stood by wacthing the effect of his 
shot and never tried to leave the room until 
be saw that his victim had ceased breathing.

ANOTHER ATLANTA INVENTION, 
Whe Cooper Anti-Fricition Wheel Given a 
Practical Test. 

An interesting test of an Atlanta invention 
was made on the Fulton County Street rail- 
road yesterday afternocn. 

The invention was the anti-friction wheel 
ef Mr. J. W. Cooper, who is best known as 
the inventor of the Cooper plane. Itisa new 
departure in railroad=building, and the an- 
houncement of the trial, therefore, brought 
put a number of gentiemen who felt an in- 
‘erest in the result. 

The invention is aimed to fill a long-felt 
want in railroad construction. It is a fact evi- 
ent to everybody that in turning a curve one 
of the wheels on each axle must move faster 
than the other. With wheels pressed on the 
axies as they always are so that they must of 
hecessity move together, the curves cause 
great friction upon one of the wheels. 
It is to correct this that Mr. Cooper 
has made what he _ calls his anti- 
friction wheel. One wheel is put upon 
each axie, and itis made so that it will run 
faster or slower than the other one, according 
as the case may require. This end is accom- 
plished by means ofa series of anti-friction 
rollers—as they might be called—inside the 
wheel of which the friction is so distributed as 
to reduce it to the minimum. 

It was 4:45 yesterday afternoon when a party 
of gentlemen boarded the large open ear which 
had been fitted out with two of these Cooper 
wheels. There were in the party Mr. Cooper, 
theinventor; Mr. Howell Erwin, who is inter- 
ested in the patent; Colonel R. A. Anderson, 
Mr. Lamar Collier and Mr. Martin Dooley, of 
the Western and Atlantic; Mr. Roberts, 
masver mechanic of the East Tennessee; Mr. 
G. V. Gress, Mr. W. H. Patterson, Colonel 
Scully, Dr. John S. Holliday, Mr. R. A. Holli- 
day, Mr. John T. Moody, Mr. L. H. Beck, Mr. 
H. P. Ashley, Mr. . W. Johnson, and others. 

The Fulton company has had in its shopsa 
auinber of these larze open cars, but has been 
unable to use them, because some of the 
curveson the road were too sharp. With 
these wheels, however, the curves were. turned 
not only with great ease, but without-any of 
that jerking and pulling which the average 
tar goes through as it turnsacurve. This fea- 
ture showed that there was certainly real 
merit in the wheel, An examination 
showed that while the. wheels of 

6 motor car were hot from 
the friction of the curves, the wheels of this 
tar were free from heat. 

The wheel was put to every test. Efferts 
Were made to throw it from the track, but 
these were unavailing. In short, so far as 
Yesterday's experiment goes, the Cooper whee! 
works likeacharm. The wheel is especially 
adapted to street cars, but Mr. Cooper and the 
gentlemen interested with him are equally 
confident of its adaptability to railroad cars of 
all kinds.

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DR. BINDER’S DEATH. 


His Leg Amputated by His Physicians—He 
Dies from the Shock. 

Dr. Binder is dead. 

About ten days ago Dr. Binder was hurt in 
a friendly scufile in the corridors of the Kim- 
ball house. 

The small bone of his left leg was broken 
and the large bone dislocated. He was sent 
to his home in Edgewood, apparently suffering 
very little from the effects of the wound. 

But his wounds were worse than the physi- 
cians apprehended, and gangrene set in, from 
the ankle joint. 

Yesterday it was decided to amputate the 
limb, and Dr. K. C. Divine, ‘assisted by Drs. 
Duncan, Joye and Gaston, amputated the 
wounded limb just below the knee. 

Dr. Binder died after the operation, hever 
having recovered from the shock. 

All the medical attention and careful 
nursing that could be given was rendered to 
the old doctor during his sufferings. 

Dr. Binder was born in Eibingen, in the 
Black Forest of Wurtemberg, Germany, about 
fifty-four years ago. He came to America, 
and obtained employment as a chemist in 
Philadelphia. He leaves a brother in that 
city. 

From Philadelphia he came to Atlanta as a 
chemist for the Atlanta Chemical works, in 
Edgewood, and he located his chemical works 
near that plant, establishing his residence in 
the same neighborhood. 

He leaves three sons and three daughters, 
his eldest son being engaged in businesf in the 
city, and his eldest daughter having been mar- 
ried to Mr. A. L. Cuesta, a cigar manufactu- 
rer in the city. 

He was aman greatly beloved by all who 
knew him, and his amiable qualities of mind 
and heart endeared hii to the masses. 

He leaves a wife and six children to mourn 
his loss, besides many friends who will grieve 
to hear of his sad death. 

Only a few days ago, while he was lying iH, 
his labaratory, in Edgewood, was burned, with 
all the data of his many valuable discoveries. 

Dr. Binder invented the formula of one oz 
the inost successful baking powders ever com- 
pounded in this country, and 
at the time of his unfortunate 
illness he had a number of 
valuable inventions in course of prepara- 
tion. 

He was a most useful citizen, and the peo- 
ple of Atlanta mourn his death, because of his 
promising life and his tragic death.

Very many of Mrs. Brockett’s 
friends did not know of her serious illness, and 
this announcement of her death will bring 
sorrow to very many hearts.

ROADS PROJECTED AND OTHERS IN 
COURSE OF CONSTRUCTION. 


Millen and Southern—South Bound—Talbot- 
ton and Western-—Atlanta, Asheville 
and Baitimore—Other Gossip. 

- In the history of Georgia, at least, this is an 
era of railroad building. It is very probable 
that the high-water mark will be reached this 
year ornext, and Georgia will show more 

- yniles built than any other state for 1890. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern, the 
Macon and Birmingham, the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery, and the Eden ex- 
tension of the Central, the Marietta and North 
Goorgia, the Columbus Southern, and the 
Middie Georgia and Atlantic will make up 
the bulk of the building this year. 

Then the Georgia Southern and Florida 
branch from Tifton to Thomasville is almost a 
certainty. 

Work will begin this year on the Macon and 
Atlantic, or on some other road from Macon to 
Savannah. 

The South Bound will add something. It is 
projected to run from Savannah, Ga., via Al- 
lendale, S. C., Barnwell, S. C., and Black- 
ville, S..C., to Columbia, S. C., a distance of 
145 miles. The road will be built by the Sa- 
vannah Construction company, with a capital 
stock of $500,000, all subscribed. Contracts 
will be let in a short time for the entire road.

This is a 
reorgalri zation of the old Rovers and Stilmore 
It is proposed to take up nine miles 
of the old track from Rogers south, and to de- 
flect the north end of the road to Millen, Ga. 
The road will then be extended from Stilmore 
to Stirling, Ga., a distance of 48; miles. 
Nearly allef the right of way has been ob- 
tained. There will be a 6,200 foot bridge 
across the Ogeechee river and swamp. The 
contract for this bridge has been let to C. K. 
Leutner, and the contract forthe grading to J. 
M. Willis. L. R. Millen, of 16 Beaver sireet, 
New York city, is president. 

The Dublin and Abbeville is a promising 
project. The company has made application 
fora charter in Georgia to build a railroad 
from Dublin to Abbeville, about forty-five 
miles. It will connect at the latter place with 
the proposed Abbeville and Tifton, from 
Abbeville to Tifton, about forty miles. The 
directors are: IL. L. Warthen, J. W. Smith, 
O. H. Rogers, G. W. Perkins, A. F. Daley 
and Charlies Hicks. The capital stock is $50,- 
000. 

Then the Abbeville and Tifton. Applica- 
tion has been madein Georgia for a charter 
for this road, which is to extend from Abbe- 
yille southwest about forty miles to Tifton. 
An extension is projected from Abbeville 
northeast to Dublin,about forty-five miles, but 
a charter for thisdivision has not been applied 
for. The incorporators of the road _ are: 
George W. Perkins, R. L. Warthen, J. W. 
Smith, Henry C. Perkins, Zachariah Daniel, 
Charles Hicks, A. F. Daley and O. H. Rogers. 

Abbeville and Waycross. The grading on 
this line has been completed for about six 
miles from Abbeville, Ga. 5S. P. Lassiter, 
president of the Abbeville [Improvement and 
Construction company, which has the contract 
for building twenty-three miles of the road has 
ordered fifty-six pound rails for twelve miles 
of the road from Henry Lewis & Son, of Phila- 
de)phia, and when these arrive the tracklaying 
will be commenced. J.T, Hand, Abbeville, 
is chief engineer. 

The Empire and Dublin railroad is now ex- 
tending rapidly to the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad in Houston county, with Fort 
Valley as its ultimate limit. The proposed line 
will extend southward from Hawkinsville 
through Wilcox, Irwin and Coffee counties, 
and onto Atlanta. It will cross the Savan- 
nah, Americus and Montgomery railway in the 
neighborhood of Rochelle. 

Talbotion and Western surveys are now in 

rogress between Taibotton,Ga., and the Flint 

iver, via Prattsburg and Carsonville. <As 
soon as this line is surveyed the engineers will 
begin the survey of a line from Talbotton to a 
point on the Georgia Midland and Gulf rail- 
road between Waverly Hall and Ellerslie. It 
is stated that construction will commence as 
goon as the surveys are completed. 

The extension of the Georgia Midland from 
McDonough will add something. 

Still another project is for building a road 
from McDonough, Ga., on the Georgia Mid- 
land and Gulf, north through DeKalb county, 
via Clarkson, to Doraville, about twenty-five 
miles, is agitated.

An Immense Kailroad Scheme. 

Macon, Ga., April 28.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent W. B. Sparks, of the Macon Construction 
company, has returned from New York, where 
he has been in the interest of his railroad 
projects. Heconfirms the report that a mil- 
lion dollar construction company has been 
formed to build a road from Macon to Savan- 
nah or Port Royal. He says the company will 
certainly build to one of these points. Savan- 
nah is, doubtless, preferred, but the terminal 
facilities are so much higher there than in 
Port Royal that the road may have to be car- 
ried to the latter place. If the road goes to 
Savannah, the company will be called the 
Macon and Savannah Construction company. 
Shares are worth $10,000 each. The Macon 
Construction company of the Georgia Southern 
road, owns half of the stock. Seventy 
thousand dollars more are owned in Macon 
by S. R. Jaques, R. H. Plant, and other prom- 
inent citizens. This puts the Central in Ma- 
con. Five shares are owned in Savannah, and 
parties there wish six more shares, which will 
make eleven shares owned in Savannah. If 
these six share are not placed in Savannah, 
Macon parties will gladly take them. The 
balance of shares, $320,000, is owned by New 
York parties, five of whom are bank presi- 
dents. Among the New Yorkers are J. A. 
Stewart, president United States Trust com- 
pany ; J.D. Vermillye, president Merchants’ 
National bank; W. L. Strong, president Cen- 
tral National bank; Charles 8S. Fairchild, 
president New York Security and Trust com- 
pany and ex-secretary of United States treas- 
ury under Cleveland; A. Bocker, Isidore 
Straus and other wealthy New York- 
wrs are stockholders. W. 5B. Sparks 
eill be president of the new 
company; Jefferson Lane, general manager; 
H. L. Jewett, secretary and treasurer. Thése 
parties are all Maconites. This company is a 
separate organization fromthe Macon Con- 
struction company of the Georgia Southern 
railway. Mr. Sparks says the new company 
has no connection with the Macon and Dublin 
road, E. C. Machen or any other Georgia in- 
stitution. He says hiscompany will build to 
Savannah or Port Royal, regardless of how 
many other roads may go to either place. 
Savannah is the desired pointif terminal facili- 
ties can be obtained at reasonable figures. The 
organization of the engineering corps will be 
perfected at once and operations in the field 
will begin June Ist. In two years it is calcula- 
ted that a great railroad syndicate will be seen 
in Georgia and Sparks’s roads will have short 
and magnificent connections. They come from 
Birmingham by the Macon and Birmingham 
road, from Atlanta, by the Atlanta and Flor- 
ida, from Chattanooga by the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus road, which will be ex- 
tended from Carrollton to Lagrange, and there 
connect with the Macon and Birmingham 
road. His calculation is to finish the Macon and 
Birmingham road to Culloden, and there con- 
nect with the Atlanta and Florida June Ist 
and will reach Lagrange in September.

Within balfan hour after Dr. Ridley’s de- 
parture a sudden pallor spread over the old 
gentleman's features, and in spite of all efforts 
to revive him he sank steadily and passed away 
without a struggle. : 

MAJOR LEWIS’S EARLY LIFE. 

Major Lewis was born in Greene county, in 
eptember, 1805, and he would consequently 
have been 85 years old if he had lived until the 
fall. 

Gifted with rare intellectual powers and with 
a mind cultured by long study and a close ob- 
servation of passing events, Major Lewis formed 
one of the most prominent figures in Georgia 
ata time when great men were in public life, 
and a man of prdinary acquirements could at- 
tract little or no attention. 

Atan early age, Major Lewis entered the 
University of Georgia, and immediately took 
a high stand. He was ambitions, and was 
goon recognized as the finest speaker and de- 
bater of histime. In 1823, he graduated at 
the age of seventeen years, taking the first 
honors from young men much older than him- 
self. 

Major Lewis’s father was a man- of great 
wealth, aud there was no need of the young 
graduate’s taking any immediate steps to- 
ward seeking a profession. 

The reputation he had made at college, how- 
ever, marked him out from among his fellows 
as one pre-eminently fitted for public life, and 
even before he reached his twenty-first birth- 
day he was talked of for congress. 

YEARS GF TRAVEL, 

Forawhile he put aside hisambitious dreams 
and traveled about the country. When thirty 
years of age, however, he determined to com- 
mence his career, and was elected to serve his 
Kate from Troup county in the legislature of 
1835 and 1836. He was the last member of 
that legislature, Col. N.C. Barnett, who served 
With him, having died a few weeks ago. 

While in the legislature Major Lewis made 
Breputation second to none. The people of 
those days traveled miles to hear him speak, 
and those who heard him said that his elo- 
quence was wonderful. 

Two measures in which he took a leading 
part form chapters in the history of Georgia. 
A bill incorporating ihe Atlantic and Western 
tailroad was submitted to him. He examined 
ltone day, and after returning from an even- 
ing entertainment, he drew up another bill 
Which was passed by the legislature. 

The act which gave Major Lewis a national 
reputation, however, was that which incorpo- 
tated the first female college in America. 
Major Lewis was always a strong advocate of 
the higher education of women, and he intro- 
duced the bill to found the Wesleyan Female 
tollege at Macon.

SOME IMPORTANT IMPROVEMENTS 
ON THE UNION LINES. 


A Continnous Schedule from West End to 
Piedmont Park—Fulton Conaty Spin- 
ning Mills to Exposition Mills. 

+ 

The Union Street Railway company is giv- 
ing a more perfect service every day. 

Before the summer is over, five cents will 
carry you from Westview cemetery to Oak- 
land, or from West End to Ponce de Leon 
springs or Piedmont park. 

A nickel will carry you almost anywhere 
you may happen to want to go. 

This is to be accomplished partly by a check- 
transfer system, and partly by extended lines 
and improved schedules. eS 

Already a great deal has been done toward 
giving the public a first-class street-car serv- 
ice. 

Yesterday, many doubtless noticed the va- 
cant appearance of the tracks on Peachtree 
street, between Marietta and the railroad. 
They have outlived their usefulness. 

The stream of cars that kept constantly mov- 
ing along Broad street, also attracted consid- 
erable notice. 

A new order of things has gone into effect. 

Ever since the lines were built the Peach- 
tree, Marietta and Decatur-street cars. have 
stopped to change horses and start again in 
the opposite direction at the junction of the 
three streets, at the artesian well, and the 
Whitehall cars have done likewise at the 
Capital City bank corner. 

But they will do so no more. 

The mules have learned a new pace, and 
the cars run on a new schedule. 

Yesterday morning cars began running from 
Piedmont park to West End by the newly 
laid tracks on Marietta, Broad and Alabama 
streets, and another schedule from Kimball 
street to McDaniel street. 

They make the trip without transfer or stop 
at Marietta or Whitehall streets. 

Another big improvement is a similar ar- 
rangement on the Marietta and Decatur street 
lines. 

Cars run through from the Fulton County 
Spinning mills to the Exposition Cotton mills, 
passing each other on the siding which has 
been recently put down in front of the Kimball 
house. ; 

The schedule between West End and Pied- 
mont parkis,a car every fifteen minutes, leay- 
ing each end cf the line. 

Between Kimball street and McDaniel street 
cars run ona seven-and-one-half minute sched- 
ule, and alsoa seven-and-a-half minute sched- 
ule between the Exposition Cotton midis and 
the Fulton County Spinning mills. 

The. Marietta and Decatur street lines have 
been running on this connection for several 
days, and Superintendent Patterson yesterday 
said that already the convenience of the ar- 
rangement had almost doubled the net receipts 
on the two lines. 

By the connection of the Whitehall and 
Peachtree lines the public is given a conven- 
ience that must be at once realized. 

One fare takes a passenger from north to 
south Atlanta, and, by crossing Broad street 
bridge, the great annoyance of waiting for 
trains to pass is avoided, without counting the 
danger of such trips. 

Ina short time a seven-and-a-half-minute 
schedule will be put on between the city and 
West End. 

A great many citizens along the line have 
signed a petition agreeing to facilitate rapid 
transit by consenting that cars be stopped only 
at crossings, if the company will give the 
quick schedule. 

This will be done ina few days—and West 
End will be given transit just twice as rapid 
as she has ever had before. 

Other improvements in the way of check 
transfers on the Union lines are to be made in 
the near future.

The names of those most prom- 
inently spoken of as the possible candidates 
are the Iion. W. D. Barnes, the present comp- 
troller of the state, and Major Lidden, of Mari- 
anna. ‘The appointment of the first named 

ntleman would have vacated the office which 
Fe now holds, necessitating the position being 
Gillied by appcintment through the governor, 
until the cho!co of the people should 
be voiced at the polis in No- 
yember. Just who will fill the 
office of judgeship in the first district 1s not 
known, as the pres nt governor ly one whose 
actions cannot be surmised until he acts offi- 
ciagy, not even by In confidential advisors, 
owing to the tluctuations of his mind.

THE SENATORIAS CONTEST. 

The legislature of 1891 will be called upon 
to elect a United States senator to fill the 
place of Wilkinson Call. The general idea is 
that he will be his own successor, though he 
will have a fight to gain it. One or two rail- 
roads are now at work trying to injure Sena- 
tor Call’s chances for re-election, but 
there is a native element in the state strength- 
ened by the new comer, who believe in and 
intend to stand by him. W. D. Chipley, who 
couducted the late state campaign, 1s now 
stumping the state against Senator Call, but 
the public, generally, believe that there isa 
secret motive behind his opposition and fight, 
and have reason to think that Mr. Chipley is 
trying to work up support for himself in this 
direction, and, should he suit, then anything 
and anybody to defeat Call. It has beeu pub- 
lished that one million dollars will be required 
to beat Call. Soit will be seen that he is a 
very imnportant person, but as our Florida leg- 
islature is not made up of merchandise to be 
bought and sold, the millions will be useless. 
Wilkinson Call will be his own successor in 
the United States senate. 

Frank P. Fleming, our present governor, is 
also spoken of as acandidate, but the possibility 
of chosing him is so absurd as not to enter a 
moment’s thought with the masses.

many cominission houses had received orders to 
open the market up, the opening was extremely 
strong and the dull movement of Saturday was 
seen to have force still. The day's market showed 
that outsiders are a growing factor in the market, 
and that Londen shows a strong disposition to in- 
vest in American securities, Purchases for for- 
eigners ine!uded large amounts of St. Paul, Erie, 
Louisville and Nashville and other favorites. 
The bond list was also remembered 
in thoir purchases. There was no news which in- 
dicated any likelihood of an eariy termination of 
the fight between the warring western roads, and 
realizations were most pronounced after the high 
prices of the opening were established, but con- 
cessions in prices which followed were in almost 
all cases confined to small fractions. Though 
Lackawanna, Missouri Pacific and Chicago Gas 
were all prominent in the decline, the strength 
shown in Manhattan, Louisville and Nashville,Can- 
ada Pacific, New England, Wheeling and Lake 
Erie, and Delaware and .Hudson, together with 
other specialties, further, encouraged the bulls, 
and the decline in prices went no 
further. Fluctuations, considering the 
large business done, there being fair-sized 
crowds in al] the leading stocks, were small, and, 
after the first decline, there wasa gradual harden- 
ing in values, which neutralized the losses of the 
first hour.
